NATIONAL BANK TAXES. 


Justice Stanley MiitUiL'W.-i o( the United 


Stutra Supreme Cuurt Ojlivcrs i»i> Im- 
portant Opinion. 
CisnsrvATi, Aus. IS.—Justice Stanley 


Matthews, ot the Supreme Court of the 
United States, in a suit brought by the city 
of Covington. Ky., against various National 
banks of that city to recover taxes alleged 
to be due on their surplus real estate and 
oilice fixtures, has rendered a decision. Tnt? 
banks had obtained a temporary restrain' 
ing urdsr, and the case came up on a mo-

petual. The Justice holds that the furni- 
ture and real estate aro exempt from, citj 
taxation, because of the provision in thf 
Kentucky statutes providing tor a specified 
tax on each share of National bauk stock, 
which is to be in lieu of all other taxation. 
But if this is not tho case the furniture will 
still be exempt, because of the act of Con- 
gress, without whose authority it can not 
be taxed
